Dear Mr. Murphy: 
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Enclosed is a proposed U.S. position on the LIVE OAK study, 
,f Berlin Contingency Planning, More Elaborate Measures". 

You will note that the proposed position does not approve 
the study as a whole. Instead, it gives consents on each 
particular portion: military preparedness meaauree, counter* 
i, maintaining air access to Berlin, use of military 
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force to reopen autobahn access, and SACEUR's alert measures. 
From the U.S. point of view the principal Military planning 
regaining to be accomplished is that of preparing contingency 
plans for maintaining air access and for restoring surface 
access. For these purposes it was not considered necessary 
to take a formal position approving the entire study. 

The study points out that the use of any of the ndlitaiy 
measures should be a part of the overall political, economic 
and psychological assault against the Soviets. Insofar as the 
situation penults the full development of non-military measures 
the Department of Defense is In accord with this view. This 
underlines the inqportance of carrying forward In the Inter- 
departmental Coordinating Group and in the Tripartite Group 
in Washington not only the planning for military measures, 
which is the subject of this paper, but also full planning 
for non-military measures, which is already under way*
